Whereas, before 
te Revolution, our Kings could be Tyrants in fpight of 
te Conffitution; and make Prerogative, or Royal Will 
ni Pleafure ride Triumphant over all the Laws of 
Igland; nay, they could plead the Conftitution in fa- 
wur of a Violation of the Conftitution; and affirm a 
Ryal Power by Law to Dij/penfe with all Law; fo that, 
tho’ we had an excellent Body of Laws, yet they figni- 
ind nothing againft a Prince refolved to break through 
tem. But the Café is ‘alter’d¢ we are now in fuch a 
Situation, as the warmeft Heart in the Caufe of Liberty 
anwifh ; we can’t be hurt, but by ourfelves: The 
Subedts of England can’t be deftroy’d without their own

Porrery and the Prerenper) is better for us than a 
Government fupported by Corruption in the Ele€tors and 
Eleéted ; but I affirm not better, but a thoufand Times 
worfe; becaufe, in the firft Cafe, "tis out of the Peo- 
ple’s Power, while they retain thofe pafi<e, non-re/i/ling 
Principles, ever te redrefs themfelves, jet their Evils be 
as weighty as Tyranny, render’d terrible by Super/lition, 
can make them ; but, in the other Cafe, it is always 
in their Power ; and whenever they are «vife and one/? 
enough to refume it, they may redrefs any Grievances 
Conftitutionall, without a Civil War. ‘But abjlute 
Monarchy, fapported by Armies and Priefts, and found- 
ed on the Belief, that ‘tis eternal Damnation to refift, 
and eternal Salvation to /ufér, chains us down to 
Slavery : We are bound Hand and Foot; our Soui;, 
as well as Bodies and E/fates, are in a State of the moit 
abject Wretchednefs. In a Government founded in 
Power, and a firm Belief of the Diwinity of that Power, 
tis a thoufand to one againit the Relief of the People ; 
but not fo where the Government is Leca/, and the 
Laws not made without the Confent of the People, 


tho’ corrupted. It requires no Art to govern by Force or. 


mere Power ; but the greateft to govern by the Manage- 
ment of other People’s Opinions, Prejudices, Paffions, 
and different Views in Life. The great Corrupter, in 
any Age, muft corrupt on when once he has begun, 
(for People will rife in their Demands) till he has, per- 
haps, loft the very Means of corrupting: He is laid 
afide ; another may fucceed, and not know his Men, 
nor howtoapply. The Perfons who have received 
private Penfins, may grow weary, change their Senti- 
ments, and look with Contempt upon what they onee 
took with Thankfulnefs, and a Sort of reverential 
Duty. Lowe of Country, a Senfe of Honour, Pride of 
Heart, a high Regard to a Dignity of Chara@er, and a 
ftrong Defire of Popularity, may induce Men to throw 
off a Dependence, and greatly fland alone; there are 
Times (fach were towards the Clofe of Charles the 
Second’s Reign) when Men won’: be bribed or cor- 
rupted. ——- Befides, Parliaments muit have an End ; 
the Power muft return into the Hands of the People ; 
and then they may, if they pleafe (as they have often 
done) change Hands, and redrefs all their Grievances ; 
their Security and their Happinefs are in themfelves. 
But this can never happen in an ab/ute Monarc/y found- 
ed in Pafive Obedience and Non-reffance; tor tho’ 
Parliaments may change, and the People may change, 
yet Power never changes; "tis abfolute and uniform; 
wears always the fanie dreadful Face, and knows no 
Variation nor Shadow of turning: ‘Tis, therefore, 
aftonifhing, to hear a Man of Senfe (as our Author 
certainly is) affirm, ‘ That "tis better to have the 
‘ Choice of Members of Parliament placed in the Crown 
‘ dy Law, than to have it placed there by Corruption.’ 
No, not better, but infinitely worfe; for, if the 
Choice was placed in the Crown by Law, ali Art and 
Management ; all Addrefs to the various Pajfions, ‘Judg- 
ments, and Views of Men in Life, would be at an 
Endythe Members wee!d then be abf/utely the King’s, 
but in the Cafe of Corruption, only conditionally, and 
very ofien upon fuch hard Conditions, occafioned by 
the counter-acting of different Jntere/s, as to King could 
perform ; for Kings are not Gods, tho’ they are honour- 
ably called God's Vicegerents : They can’t do what they 
pleafe with Men who are cho/en by the People ; but they 
can do what they pleafe with Men chofen by themfelves. 
There’s the Difference ; and that Difference is E/ential, 
and of the higheft Confequence to the Security of the 
People’s Rights and Privileges. If the King could 
legally choole Members of Parliament, he and the Par- 
liament uf be ones whereas in the other Cafe, they 
only may be one: In the firft View, he only depends 
upon himfelf, or is Independent 5 in the other, he de- 
pends upon the different Underftandings, Wills, Fancies, 
Pafions, and Prejudices of five or fix Hundred Mem- 
bers of Parliament, and three or four Hundred Thou- 
fand Eleétors. A vatt Difference indeed! and yet, 
according to the new Logick of the Antimuniiterial 
Writers, "tis better for us, that the King fhould choofe 
Parliment Men, than the Pesp/e. I have heard of a

This isa new Sketch of Pasrior Loyalty, which ink- 
nitely outdoes the old fafhon’d Pajive Obedience Loy- 
alty ; for then we fhould havea Jure diving King, and 
a ure divino Parliament too. Ged makes the King, 
and the King makes the Parliament. Happy People! 
Methinks we fhould live under a fort of Theocracy. 
Tus we have fully confidered and confuted this 
Propofition, That ax abjolute Monarchy founded on the 
Principles of Pafive Obedience and Non-refftance, and 
fupported by /uperfitious Precepts, is better than a Go- 
vernment fupported by Corruption. And the Reafon 
why we have more particularly confidered this Part of 
the Pamphlet, is, becaufe ’tis calculated intirely for the 
Service of the Pretender, to induce the People to be- 
lieve, that the Reigns of the Stzartr, King Yames the 
Second’s not excepted, were much better for them 
than any Reign fince the Revolution ; and that we 
fhould be fo far from being Lofers by another Rewolu- 
tion in favour of abjolute Monarchy founded on Paffve 
Obedience, that we thould be Gainers by it: For ‘tis 
only fuppofing Corruption, and placing it in the 
black old Charaéter, and the Bufinefs is done.

Yefterday arrived a Mail from Holland. 


Vienna, Feb. 18. O. S. 


HE Emperor has promoted Count Seckendorf, 
Count Wallis, the Duke d’Aremberg, and the 
Count de Hautois, to the Dignity of Veit-Marthals 
General of his Forces. —~- Prince Charles of Lorain 
is preparing to travel into foreign Countries. He in- 
tends to go firft to the Pruflian and other Courts of 
Germany, and afterwards to the Autlrian Netherlands, 
from whence he will crofs over to England, and come 
back by the Way of Holland; and, at his Return 
hither, he will be declared Vice-Roy of Hungary. 
The Univerfity of this City went tother Day ina 
Body to Court, to compliment the Duke and Dutchefs 
of Lorain on their Marriage; upon which Occation 
the Reétor made a very fine Speech in Latin, and was 
anfwered by their Highneiles in the fame Language. 
——’Tis reported, that Prince Eugene intends to re- 
fign his Poft of Prefident of the Council of War; and 
that, in that Cafe, he will be fucceeded by the Vice- 
Prefident Count Konigfegg. 

By divers Letters from Conftantinople, an Uneafinefs 
and Difafiection are fliil vifble in the Populace and 
among the Troops, and both are ready to revolt upon 
the firft Opportunity. Several particular Steps that 
have been taken, feem to threaten a new Rebellion. 
A Plot was actually formed to depofe the Grand Seig- 
nior, and to advance to the Throne the Sultan Ibra- 
ham (aged about 34) the eldeit Son of Achmet III. 
who was depofed in 1730, and confined with him in 
the Caftle of the feven Towers. “Tis faid, that the 
Grand Seignior being informed of it, has thought fit 
to caufe the faid Sultan to be ftrangled ; and that his 
Father Achmet, and another of his Sons whom he has 
with him, are more clofely confined than ever. The 
Peace between the Turks and the Perfians is not fo near 
being concluded as it was believed, fome new Diffi- 
culties having been flarted with regard to Raffa. In 
fhort, the Ottoman Empire feems to be on the very 
Brink of a Revolution, which, whether it may be
